Cartagena  makes  a  lasting  impression  on  every  visitor.  It 
Is  an  ancient  seaport  city  situated  on  a  sandy  peninsula  and  sur¬ 
rounded  by  stone  walls  and  fortifications.  Few  signs  of  the  20th 
century  progress  are  noted.  One  moves  over  the  city  in  the  atmos¬ 
phere  of  post  centuries  as  he  visits  the  market  pieces  and  travels 
the  narrow  streets. 

It  is  a  two  hour  drive  from  Barranquilla  to  Cartagena.  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  John  N.  Thomas,  our  missionaries  in  Barranquilla,  ar¬ 
ranged  for  our  travel  in  autos  from  Barranquilla  to  Cartagena.  In 
travel  we  viewed  the  adobe  hou.ses — dirt  floors — with  barest  semb¬ 
lances  of  furniture.  Burros  were  seen  all  along  the  way  being 
ridden  by  men  and  boys,  and  bearing  tremendous  loads — water 
wood,  grass,  cane  and  fruits. 

The  population  of  Cartagena  is  given  to  be  approximately 
140,000.  In  the  city  we  have  two  organized  Baptist  churches  and 
four  missions.  The  Temple  Baptist  Church  is  served  by  a  very 
capable  National  pa.stor  while  The  Central  Baptist  Church  is  ser¬ 
ved  by  missionary  Zach  Deal,  who  is  from  Texas.  The  Central 
Baptist  Church  is  strategically  situated  and  has  aa  impressive 
building  which  was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $0,5,. 

This  is  only  one  of  several  beautiful  church  buildings  in 
South  America  made  possible  through  gifts  from  tWHax  Jarman 
foundation. 

Located  to  the  rear  of  the  Central  Baptist  .ClBrch  is  the 
Colombian  Baptist  Children’s  Home.  The  home  no«  has  eleven 
children.  The  Children's  Home  is  one  of  the  projetts  in  the 
Colombian  Cooperative  Program.  Incidentally.  the»  is  the  re- 
quirertient  that  a  church  must  give  at  least  10  percat  of  its  in¬ 
come  to  the  Colombian  Cooperative  Program  befon  it  can  bt*- 
come  a  part  of  tlie  Colombian  Baptist  Convention.  Tkre  are  pri-- 
sently  18  churches  in  the  Colombian  Convention. 

It  must  be  nofed  in  thU  report  on  a  Colombian  cif  that  there 
is  less  religious  liberty  to<Uy  in  Colombia  than  in  ail«»*r 
tO'  in  South  Anterica.  Churches  have  been  burnarrlTa  bombed. 
Evangelical  Christians  have  suffered  death.  It  must  be  observed 
also  that  in  this  strongly  dominated  Catholic  country  there  is 
much  illiteracy  and  poverty.  A  “hunger  march' a  as  annouiwed 
to  be  staged  in  nearby  Barranquilla. 

The  missionaries  are  optimistic!  Even  the  persecutions  are 
serving  to  advance  the  cause  of  Christ  The  future  can  be  viewed 
with  hope!  »•

USA  To  Become  Kingdomof  God? 

Bishop  Homer  A.  Tomlinson,  the  colorful  “General 
Overseer”  of  the  Church  of  God  has  announced  his  candi¬ 
dacy  for  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

ITe  .ihade  his  first  bid  for  votes  at  the  General  Assembly 
of  his  denomination  at  Marion,  Illinois  in  AugustvJrfbw  the 
appeal  is  going  out  to  “ministers,  members  and  friends” 
to  back  the  movement:  “Bro.  Homer  for  President  in  1960.” 

In  the'  current  issue  of  his' denominational  paper,  sent 
cmt  from  Queens  Village,  New  York,  he  writes: 

.  ‘ T  feel  it  clearly  in  my  heart  that  the  United  States  of 
America  will  be  the  first  nation  to  become  a  ‘Kingdom  of 
God  on  Earth,’  a  nation  of  righteousness,  joy  and  peace,  in 
the  Holy  Ghost.  This  is  foreseen  in  the  fact  that  of  all  the 
.millions  of  peoples  upon  earth,  and  of  all  the  sixty-nine 
countries  the  Lord  chose  first  to  pour  out  the 'Holy  Ghost 
in  these  Iqst  days  upon  this  nation  first.  Here  in  this  Amer¬ 
ica  the  Lord  chose  first  to  bring  forth  His  'Word,  confirm¬ 
ing  the  Word  with  signs  following,  as  in  the  days  of  the 
Apostles.  We  have  a  head  start  of  all  other  nations  also  in 
that  the  Lord  chose  this  nation  in  which  to  bring  forth  His 
Church  with  Government  as  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles, 
The  Church  of  God.”  , 

.  In  this  apocalyptic.conviction,  Bi.shop  Tomlinson  wouljd 
have  us  understand,  of  course""  Aat  'The  Church  of  God’’ 
applies  to  his  own  denominatinal  group.  . 

In  politics  for  the  past  twentyrfive  years  we  hav'e  tried 
the  New  Deal,  the  Fair  Deal,  and.lhe  Big  Deal — all  of  them 
essentially  the  same.  Now  a  churchman  proposes  a  Re-Deal. 

A  man  of  boundless  energy,  “Brother  Homer,”  as.  he 
prefers  to  be  called,  has  a  platform  with  arleast  one  dislinflc- 
tive  rnerit.  He  wants — and  we  credit  him  with  sincerity — 
the  will  of  God  more  fully  operative  in  our  national  life. 

The  Bishop  is  a  dynamic,  hard-driving  man;  a  Sort  of 
.poor  man’s  pope.  His  people  are  vigorous  and  thri\'(mg,  fier¬ 
cely  dedicated  to  the  light  they  have.  Frequently,  however, 
in  things  theological  as  now  in  things  temporal  they  nSve 
shown  more  zeal  than  knowledge. 

There  are  some  hard  facts  he  might  as  well  face.  First 
of  all,  comparatively  few  voters  will  ever  know  he  is  a  can-  ' 
didate  for  the  presidency.

Sometimes  they  just  get  angry 
and  fus.sy,  and  depressions  are 
very  hard  to  handle.

been  given  to  the  Baptist  Foun¬ 
dation  of  Texas,  J.  C.  Cantrell, 
Foundation  executive  secretary, 
reported. 

,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  A.  Lock¬ 
hart,  owners  of  the  Gulf  ^JoteI, 
transferred  the  motel  to  the 
Foundatio'h  under  a  life  income 
agreement  arranged  by  the  en¬ 
dowment  department  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  General  Convention  of  Tex¬ 
as. 

Under  terms  of  transfer  to 
the  Foundation,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lockhart  will  receive  an  annual 
income  for  the  remainder  of 
their  lives. 

Income  received  is  determin¬ 
ed  by  the  value  of  the  trust  and 
the  average  net  yield  earned 
each  year  by  the  Foundation  in 
its  group  inve.stment  fund.  The 
current  rate  is  4  35  per  cent. 

Upon  the  death  of  both  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Lockhart,  the  princi¬ 
pal  of  the  trust  will  be  an  en¬ 
dowment  fund  in  their  name  for 
the  benefit  of  Baptist  in,stiiu- 
tions  designated  by  them. 

South  Texas  Children  s  Home, 
Beeville,  and  East  Texas  Baptist 
College,  Marshall,  have  been 
named  as  beneficiaries  of  the 
trust. 

A  U.  S.  Commissioner  in  San 
Antonio  since  1929,  Lockhart  is 
a  trustee  and  deacon  at  Baptist 
Temple.  San  Antonio,  end  a 
trustee  for  the  Beeville  chil¬ 
dren's’  home 

Served  Purpose 

He  said  the  motel  has  “ser¬ 
ved  its  purpo.se  by  providing  ed¬ 
ucation  and  travel  funds  for  the 
family  for  19  years” 

Lockhart  built  the  motel  in 
1938  after  completing  with-hon- 
ors  a  night  school  course  in  the 
San  Antonio  Public  School  of 
Law  in  three  years  with  a  per- 
fw't  attendance  record. 

With  their  two  yoiingiT  cfel-- 
dren  completing  college  degrees 
this  year,  Lockhart  said  the  fam¬ 
ily  decided  to  give  the  motel  to 
the  Foundation  to  '  "provide
